And moreover, divers 
avents of the General Government liave been 
conmnissioned for the purpose of enlisting | 
our citizens as emigrants for the country 
west of the Alississippi, and in the prosecu- 
tion of this business some of them have 
heen seduced under circumstances calculated 
to create disquietude and disagreeable feel- 
ings. But, let the President remove all the 
difficulties arising from unjust measures, and 
afford us that necessary protection which is 
solemmly guaranteed to us by treaties; and 
then the exercise of that privilege which is 
so essential ty the enjoyment of freedom 
would place us at liberty to reflect, speak and 
act freely on the subject of our national ia- 
terest ancl welfare. In conclusion we would 
respectfully call your attention to the frequent 
complaints which have been made to the de- 
partment against the numerous intrusions on 
our lands, bordering on the boundaries of the 
several adjoining States; and to urge the re- 
moval of the intruders.”

ver Coin, 82,058 474; Rice, $2,016,267; Pork, 
$1,501,644; Staves, Shingles, &e, $1,467,065. 

Among the manutactured articles the ex- 
port of Cotton Cloth is valued at above a 
million. White Cottons are set down at 
$947,932. Manufactures of glass, $102,736. 

Among the “products of the sea,” nearly a 
million value was exported in oil, whale boue 
and sperm candles. 

Of the value exported, the British took 
about 40 millions; the French 10> millions; 
the Mexicans, 6 millions; and the Spanish, 
5 millions, 

The Journal of Commerce compares the 
export of 1831 with that of L806 and 7; and 
seems to be surprised, that itis less. We 
have no means of knowing what value was 
put upon the several articles exported in 
1831; but find that several of the heaviest, 
exported in 1807, were excessively high.— 
At the same prices, the value of [831 would 
probably exceed that of 1807; and of course 
there is no falling off in the production and 
industry of the country. 

‘The value of Imports for 1831, was $103,- 
191,124; a sum probably, exceeding that of 
any previous year; the average of the 10 
years just preceeding, being only 79 millions. 

Of this amount, the British gave us about 
46 milhons; the French 14 millions ; the 
Spanish 10 millions; Mexico, 5 millions; the 
Hanse towns, 3 millions; and Russia, a mil- 
lion and a half.
